Mr. Loud used strong words in his 
criticism of the postoffice department 
officials, and promised some Interest- 
ing disclosures later on. 

The motion to strike out the appro- 
priation for the Carlisle Indian school 
was defeated after considerable de- 
bate— 29 to 65. 

The conference report on the urgent 
deficiency bill was adopted. 

•OMC CORRE8I>ONDSMCB 

Bearing Upon Murder* Was iMid Bo- 
fore tho Senato. 

Washington, Jan. 27.— Tho corre- 
spondence bearing upon the murder 
on Dec. 18 lost of Fiaiik Epps, an ap- 
priiitiif on the ilagship Olympic, then 
lying in tbe harbor of Nagasaki, Ja- 
pan, was supplied to the senate by the 
secretary of state. 

It shows that Admiral .McNair laid 
especial stress iii)on tbe fact that the 
killing of Epps constituted the second 
murder of American seamen by Japan- 
ese within three months' time, that of 
the sailor Montgomery being the first, 
and that he stroufUy urged Investiga- 
tion and punisbmeut. 

This position was sostained by the 
state department in pressure upon the 
Jajianese authorities. It appears that 
two Japanese were arrested and tried 
and upon preliminary examination 
were fined 150 yen each. 

Admiral McNair, in a letter dated 
Dec. 27, expressed doubt aa to whether 
tbe real culprits were apprehended, 
but be says tbe strong pressure 
brought to bear upon the Japanese 
authorities baa compelled at leaat an 
api>arent display of energy in seeking 
the luiiiderers of I-'pp.s. v.hieli is in 
contrast with tbe listless course of ac- 
tion pursued In the case of Montgom- 
ery. 

It also appears that Epps' mother 

has filed a claim for damages, and Sec- 
retary Sherman says this will be prop- 
er prosecuted.

Wasliiiipton. Jan. 27. — The senate 
committee on foreign relations eon.sid- 
ered informally tbe bill authorizing 
the incorporation of the intematioaal 
bank, and Senator Foraker was au- 
thorized to iiitioduce a bill on behalf 
of the eoniniit tee. In most respects 
tbe bill agreed upon la identical with 
the house bill, but there are some Im- 
portant differences.

Another change au- 
thorizes the institution to purchase 
shares of foreign corporations.

BILLS AND BILLS. 



They Are Still Ponrin;; Into the Legislative 
Uopper-Ubject of Some of tlie 
New McMUW. 



Over fifty new bills were introtluced in 
the House at Frankfort Tuesday, making 
3-U) to 4*te. The most important of the 
new measures are as follows : 

Act authorising fiscal courts to employ 
assistants to help the Sheriff in collection 
of taxes to pay interest on certaiir eonuty 
bonds. 

Act to require all passenger trains to 
stop at county seats. 

Act making it a felony to sign the 
name of another to a petition, memorial 
or remonstrance without permission. 

Act for the l>eneflt of the inmatea of 
penal, reformatory and charitable insti- 
tutions. AppTopriatM ISOO to buy 
Bibles. 

Act extending the time of levying taxes 

in common school districts in which the 
four^year levy has fallen short. 

Act to reduce the toll rate on toll roada 
for various animals and vehicles. 

Act to levy a tax to erect a statehouse 
at Frankfort and create a Board of State- 
house Commissionera. Provldaa for rais- 
ing $300,000. 

Act to amend the act of ISDl, relating 
to "roads and paaaways." Provides for 
indictment of overseers who fail to per- 
form their duties. 

Act to compel railroads to receive and 
discharge passengers at county seat 
towns. 

Act to amend Section 4, Article o, of 
revenue law ao that whiaky aball be as- 
sessed for county and city taxea, like 

other merchandise. 
Act to amend Section 4,906 of Kentucky 

Statutes, so that county roads may be 
maintained either by taxaiion or bonds 
allotted or both. 

Act to amend an act relating to hus- 
band and wife. Authorizes Police Judges 
to perform marriage ceremonies. 

Act for the protection of laboring men. 
Provides no peraonal property shall be 
exempt for a debt created for labor. 

Act to abolish the office of Adjutant 
General. 

Act abolishing the offices of Sergeant- 
at-Arme, tipstatt', etc., of Court of Ap- 
peals, and creating ofBoe of Spedii Law 

Clerk to said court. 

Act to prevent discrimination against 
any kind of money in contracts. 

Act providing that bills for medical 
services not in excess of i'lo shall be paid 
out of decedent's estate before a pro rata 
distril}Ution ia made. 

Act prohibiting? any discrimination 
against any i oin or money in contracta 
for the payment of money. 

Act requiring the State printing to be 
done !)y uni<ia labor. 

Act regulating the ctiange of venue in 
Justice's courts. 

Acts to prohibit the granting of licenses 
to merchants aud druggists to retail in- 
toxicating drinln. 

A<;t authorizin;: ap«('«stiient fire insur- 
aiue companiea to traiKsacl I'li.-iiness in 
citifs. 

Act to amend Section 3915 of Kentucky 
Statutes so as to make the anti-trust law 

stronger and more effective. 

Act providing that salaries and wages 
of oflicers and employes of oorporationa 

may be fixed by the Dirrctors, bnt that 
said salaries or wages shall not be fixed 
over the objection of stockholdera repre- 
senting one third of capital stock. 

Act requiring that two thirds of the 
capital stock shall be represented to 
legalize a vote in a stockholders' meeting. 

Act providing for monthly meetings of 
quarterly courts. 

Act amending the election law by 
aboliching the party devices on ballots. 

Act providing that no one can serve as 
juror who is interested in any case for or 
against the State at that term of court. 

Act to allow children of slave mar- 
riages to inherit the property of their 
parents. 

Act to amend Section 3706 Kentucky 
statutes, relating to improvements of 

streets in towns of sixth class. 

Act to prevent stock from running at 
large on any public highway. 

Act providing a penalty of ?'),000 for 
enterinji into a pool or combine to fix fire 
insurance rates for any locality, and a 
forfeiture of the company'* Uoenae for ao 
doinjf. 

To amend Section 44>s, Kentucky 
Statutes. Provides the County School 
Superintendent shall specify in which 
district land shall payachool taxes. 

Act appropriating |;M),000 to build a 
hospital and'proper sewera for the Eut- 
ern Asylum at Lexington. 

Mr. Bishop, of Newport, preaented a 
resolution granting permission to the 
Daughters of the Revolution to repair the 
monument and beautify the burial place 
of Daniel and Kebecca BoOM, in the 
Frankfort Cemetery. 

The following bills were reported by 
the committees : 

Act to authorize the use of short-term 
convicts in oonstrnction of court bouses, 
jails, public roads, bridges, c^i-., and to 
authorise the working oi violators of the 
penal laws thereon in payment of finea. 
Ought to pass. 

Act to create a Board of Penittntiar/ 



Commissioners and regulate the penal 
institutions of tliis Commonwealth. 
Ough to pass, with an amendment re- 
ipiirintr flic Cotiimissioners to bt tlwaya 
elected by the Legislature. 

Senator Jones has introduced an act 
reeulating the taking of school census. 
(Ue<|uire8 the County Superintendents 
to keep a record of namaa of achool 
children.) 

Senator Carter introduced an act mak- 
ing it unlawful for any corporation to 
contribute to campaign funds, and pro- 
viding for a fine of 110,000 for each offense. 

The act requiring a more rigid exami- 
nation for applicants for attorneys-at-law 
was refnaed a eeeond reading. 

Mr. Ilnmphreys moved to reconsiiler 
the vote by which the bill was killed 
aboliahing the office of Commonwealth's 
Attorney. The House refused to recon- 
sider by a vote of 5(> to 34, 

Mr. "Tracy's bill requiring railroad com- 
panies to carry bicycles as baggage, was 
passed with an amendment fixing $10 
fine for refusing. 

The House passed the bill repealing 
the guard aeetiona of the Martin turn* 
pike raiders' i i'l

Just what bills 
were so passed and now supposed to be 
th 3 law can not be ascertained to-night, 
but it is the oiiinion of the best hiwyers 
here that the above view of the case 
is correct, and a costly tangle will resnlt.

The little brushes are of hammered cop- 
per and are, of course, very thin. There 
is a small gold switch on a black robber 
base, made with a pin, to be worn on 
the lapel of the vest. A small chloride 
of silver liattery, carried in the vest 
pocket, furju-iiies current for the oi)era- 
tion of the little machine. The motor 
runs at a very high speed, and its hum- 
ming can be distinctly heard by any one 
standing near the wearer.— New York 
Timea.
